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Just a Formality 

The Republican National Convention, now 
meeting in Philadelphia, must contain more 
mournful politicians than any like gathering 
in the history of the United States. For, re- 
gardless of the brave speeches and confident 
assertions around the hotel lobbies, the man 
or woman who thinks the G. O. P. has a chance 
of electing their nominee, whoever he is, next 
November must possess blind partisanship in- 
stead of reasoning intelligence. 

As a matter of fact, this Philadelphia con- 
vention amounts, in practicality, to nothing 
but a formality in accordance with the two- 
party system of American government. It is, 
true, a necessary and desirable formality, but 
a formality nevertheless. 

It is of greater importance than ever be- 
fore, in view of the spread of totalitarianism 
over the world, that the American way of 
democracy be sustained and safeguarded. It 
is essential to that way that there should be 
two parties. An opposition is as necessary as a 
party in power. It is the route for criticism 
and the method by which America arrives at 
decision after free and open debate. 

Thus the Republicans serve a vital part in 
the upholding of democracy. But to argue that 
they have any chance for victory, this year, is 
to argue, first, that Britain will go down in 
defeat quickly and that the sentiment of this 
country, after such a defeat, will favor abase- 
ment and appeasement to a Nazi Germany of 
which the United States would be cringingly 
‘afraid. Which isn’t reasonable. 

As a matter of fact the career of Hitler in 
Europe, and the present dreadful situation in 
Europe, has stolen from the Republicans all 
the campaign thunder they have been storing 
up for years to use against the Roosevelt gov- 
ernment and the New Deal. For Hitler has 
decided what the issue shall be in this Ameri- 
can election and all other issues seem but as 
silly and futile gesturings while a world burns. 

The only possible plank on which the Re- 
publicans can appeal to the country is ‘one 
declaring they can rearm the nation better and 
more rapidly than can the Democrats and that 
they will, by some hook or crook, keep this 
country out of war either on American soil or 
overseas. And the progress of the present gov- 
ernment in rearmament for defense refutes 
the first plank while, as to the second, it will 
be neither Republicans nor Democrats who will 
decide whether this nation goes to war, or 
when or where. That issue will be decided by 
aman named Adolf Hitler. 

So, while it is altogether desirable that the 
Republicans should go through the time-hon- 
ored routine of conventions, of campaigns and 
of elections, that is actually about all it is this 
year—routine. 


Report to the FBI 

Francis F. Shurling, state director of the 
office of United States Government Reports, 
has issued a warning against amateur efforts 
to go “spy chasing,” during the present national 
emergency. If untrained, or unauthorized 2 
sons, or groups, take it upon themselves to 
run down every suspicion they may conceive 
or hear, the result will only be to hinder the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation in the im- 
portant job assigned to them, he warned. 

The FBI has been placed in charge of all 
investigations of alleged sabotage, espionage, 
counter-espionage and actions in violation of 
neutrality regulations by the attorney general 
of the United States. Police officers, sheriffs 
and other law enforcement officers are re- 
quested to promptly turn over to the FBI any 
information they may have concerning such 
activities. How much more, then, is it neces- 
sary for private individuals to follow the same 
course. 

By this method of attacking “fifth colum- 
nists” in America, the safety of the nation will 
be far greater than it could possibly be under 
any other arrangement. 

In this respect, local authorities and smaller 
units of government, such as states, counties, 
cities, should leave the spy-chasing job, simi- 
larly, to the FBI. When requested by the fed- 
eral authorities they may be able to give in- 
valuable co-operation, but otherwise their ac- 


tivities, no matter how patriotically inspired, 


can result only in confusion and unnecessary 


hardship to innocent individuals. 

The ways of spies, saboteurs and other sub- 
versive elements are, by their very nature, the 
underground ways, the channels of the mole. 
They must be met and fought by men familiar 
with their subterranean haunts. For anyone 
to interfere, even with the best of intentions, 


is apt only to give the foe warning and result . 


in a scattering of the rodents before they can 
be enticed into the trap. 


The French Fleet 

Since the beginning of armistice negotia- 
tions between the Nazi command and the Bor- 
deaux government of France the one big ques- 
tion that has been asked by all onlookers is: 
What will become of the French fleet? 

Germany, in the armistice terms accepted 
by the French, demands surrender of that 
fleet and internment in French ports for the 
duration of the war. It must be remembered 
that nothing in those terms. in so far as Ger- 
man compliance is concerned, can be depended 
upon. The Hitler government has taught the 
world that the word of a Nazi, in treaty or 
pledge or promise, is worthless 

Which would probably mean, in final 
eventuality, that the French ships of war 
would not be interned, but would be used by 
the Germans as soon as they could train their 
own men as crews and adapt the French equip- 
ment to German operation. 

It is now reported that French naval com- 
manders who would probably have fought on 
with the British have been replaced by men 
who will comply with Germany’s armstice or- 
ders. But it does not seem likely that the 
British will allow this added sea power to fall 
into German hands without a struggle. 

The French fleet, ever since the start of the 
war, has been an integral part of the British 
sea power, used with the British fleet and 
altogether under British command. It is al- 
together probable the British have long ago so 
placed the French, and their own, warships 
they would be able to destroy the French 
ships before allowing them to fall into enemy 
hands. 

Whether or not this is true, the final story 
of the fate of France’s naval power will have 
much to do with the outcome of the German- 
British war. Loss of this additional weight of 
ships would be a severe blow to British naval 
supremacy while, if the French ships are added 
to the fleets of Germany and of Italy, the com- 
bined Axis naval strength would at least off- 
set. if not dominate, the total power of Britain 
at sea. 

And. with that 22 miles of channel separat- 
ing England from the French channel ports— 
now occupied by Germany—it may well be that 
sea victory will yet decide the war’s outcome. 


Joseph T. Holleman 

Joseph Travis Holleman was one of the 
leaders in the building of the modern Atlanta 
out of the ruins left at the end of the War 
Between the States. His death, on Sunday, at 
the age of 82, removes one more mortal link 
with a past which by sacrifice and devotion 
achieved things which should serve as inspira- 
tion to the present, to the generations yet to 
come. 

Mr. Holleman was an authority on cotton 
production and wrote frequently on that sub- 
ject. He was, perhaps more than any other man, 
instrumental in attracting to the war-impov- 
erished south capital from the great insurance 
companies and was the first ever to negotiate 
a farm loan with such money. 

A native of Georgia, he was born in Bibb 
county on a farm. He graduated from Mercer 
University in 1879 and came to Atlanta with 
nothing but his law diploma and $70. His 
energy and devotion to Georgia were the chief 
factors in a rise which was phenomenal. Yet, 
through all his life, he never lost a simple love 
for the simple things of Georgia. 

In the death of Mr. Holleman all Georgia 
loses a friend and a champion. The state needs, 
today, more men with the devoted loyalty that 
was his chief characteristic.

FRENCH TERRITORY FOR WAR DEBT 
(From the Wichita (Kan.) Beacon.) 

The defeat of France by Germany undoubted- 
ly means the liquidation of the French war debt 
of nearly four billion dollars. Even if the na- 
tional integrity of France is left intact by Hitler, 
it is unlikely that a nation that has made no 
effort to pay this debt over a period of nearly 
a score of years would make the effort now that 
it has lost a costly and disastrous war. 

The French debt seems likely to go the way 
of the debts to Czecho-Slovakia, Poland, Estonia, 
Latvia, Lithuania, Belgium, Austria, and those 
other counfries liquidated during the war or re- 
duced to the status of protectorates. 

France possesses in the western hemisphere a 
number of colonies and islands. One of the most 
important of these is French Guina, in South 
America, located close enough to the Panama 
Canal to be dangerous if it fell into hostile hands. 
Beside it is Dutch Guiana, and British Guiana, 
equally dangerous if controlled by unfriendly na- 
tions. 

Since France will probably never be able to 
pay this debt, why should the United States not 
negotiate now for the French possessions of the 
western world as payment for this debt? Better 
still, since there would appear to be difficulties 
of present communication with the French gov- 
ernment and the element of time, why not take 
possession of these islands and territories? Since 
the United States has adopted the rule of refusing 
to recognize any territorial gains made by con- 
quest, it would be entirely within the rights of 
this country to protect French territory from such 
aggression. r 


|THE CAPITAL PARADE

THE WILLKIE PHENOMENON PHILADELPHIA, June 24. 
Wendell Willkie is the ab- 


sorbing topic of about nine-tenths of the talk in Philadelpnia. Every 
aspect of his personality, from his theories of government to his 
private morals, is being enthusiastically or angrily canvassed by the 
participants in the Republican convention and their numerous horde 
of camp followers. 

Willkieites may be distinguished from the average conventioner 
by the wild gleam in their eyes, the dangerous zeal of their ges- 
tures, and their almost overwhelming volubility. Anti-Willkieites 
talk far less of their own heroes’ virtues than of Willkie’s inability 
to swing the farm vote, or of his inevitable unpopularity in the 
public power-minded west. The best test of the strength of the 
Willkie’ boom is the industry with which his rivals are plugging 
the story that no one is for Willkie but Wall Street. 

A wise and acid woman, who has observed a good many of the 
quadrennial saturnalia in which the American people choose their 
presidents, tried to sum up Willkie’s appeal in the remark that 
“He is the William Jennings Bryan of the rich.’”’ Undoubtedly, there 
is some truth in the phrase. Certainly the origin of the Willkie 
boom was in the feeling of powerful conservative elements that 
here, at last, was a man both articulate and imaginative. appealing 
and eloguent, who could expound the conservative doctrine with 
a dash and conviction which are commonly so sadly lacking in 
politicians of the “sound” type. 

But the Willkie boom goes deeper than that now. In New Eng- 
land, for example, the entire Connecticut delegation, a large group 
of delegates from Massachusetts, and half the men from Rhode 
Island have suddenly swung in behind him. He is reported to have 
impressive second-ballot strength in New Jersey and Illinois, has 
already captured a small bloc of the Pennsylvania delegates and 
has hopes of many more, and ought to make important inroads on 
Dewey in New York. The leaders—men like Alf M. Landon, Sen- 
ate Chieftain Charles L. McNary, of Oregon; House Chieftain 
Joseph W. Martin, of Massachusetts, and former President Her-* 
bert Hoover—show few signs of pleasure at Willkie’s rise. Yet 
everyone in Philadelphia frankly concedes that Willkie’s nomination 
is a very definite possibility. 


ENTER MR. ROOT This sudden rise of Willkie is a really 
astonishing phenomenon. Only two 
months ago he was only an official of a large public utilities com- 
pany, whose gift of forceful expression, agreeable personality, and 
fresh approach to national problems had captured the imaginations 
of many like-minded men and women. Then Oren Root, a young 
New York lawyer, put an advertisement in the personals column 
of a New York newspaper asking-anyone interested in promoting 
Willkie’s presidential candidacy to get in touch with him. The 
response-—-was overwhelming. In other states, other enthusiasts 
followed Root’s lead, and most of Willkie’s present delegate strength 
may be traced to the uproar created by his amateur admirers. 

The phenomenon would be completely inexplicable—for dele- 
gates do not ordinarily respond to the pressure, however intense, 
of youthful political amateurs—if it were not for two things. 

The first, of course, is the wide support for Willkie among the 
businessmen who provide the sinews of war for the Republican 
party. The second, and much more important, is the impact on the 
Republicans of the European situation. It is not too much to say 
that the tragic turn of events in Europe altered the Republican 
picture overnight. 


WILLKIE AND THE ISSUES Something of the Republican 
bewilderment by the problems 
of an opposition party in a time of desperate national crisis was 
visible in the reaction to the President’s choice of Henry L. Stimson 
and Colonel Frank Knox to run the War and Navy departments. 
The few remaining convinced isolationists can cheerfully repeat 
a joke now current—“The two old dogs have been called back to 
the right kennel.” But convinced isolationists are now very rare. 
For the bulk of the Republicans, the European events of the last 
month had obvious results. They brought to a sudden stop the 
bandwagon of Thomas E. Dewey, a man with little experience and 
extremely changeable convictions on foreign policy. They made 
Senator Robert A. Taft, of Ohio, in all. other respects as well quali- 
fied a candidate as the Republicans have, seem too unexciting a 
figure to make a successful fight against the President in such a 
distracting time. They raised national defense and foreign policy 
to the position of the paramount issues. And they called, there- 
fore, for a man who could campaign against the President on these 
issues without seeming either to snarl] impotently at the Roose- 
velt policies, or to repeat weakly, ‘me, too.” 

That is what gives Willkie his otherwise incredible strength. 
He seems to be about the only prominent prospect the Republicans 
have who can campaign against the President on the issues without 
either seeking to divide the country where it should be united. or 
pretending that the paramount issues are not issues at all. He is far 
from sure to be nominated. If nominated, he may be beaten by 
the farm states and the west’s opposition. )

Whatever will eventually be necessary to give us complete pro- 
tection from the greatest possible danger, that we should do now— 
and do with all our might.
